While the peak is sometimes termed 


Alt. 
Rainier, Tacoma, the title \vhXn 


the Indians gave it, is a far more ap- 
propriate name for this peak, sin'ca 
"Tacoma" in a sense means nourish 
meni. The fields of ice and snow ex- 
tending for miles upon its slopes form 
the source of several important rivers 
which not only nourish a wide area of 
fanning country, but have 
recent!} 


formed a most important 
source o: 


power for ihe cities named, as well as 
for smaller towns in this section o' 
Washington. In fact, from the glacis 
streams i' Tacoma is already gerisrat 
ed a. very large quantity of elecrrii 
power, which is being utilize:! not calj 
for power but for heating and lighting 
as well. To give an idea of the diversi 
ty of uses for the current, it. may b 
stated that it operates 
the 
eleetri 


railway systems in the cities of Seattle 
and Tacoma, aggregatingg 1CS miles o 
tro'ley Hne, in addition to cable rail 
ways siniated in the hilly portions o 
these ckies. Besides this service, how 
ever, current is furnished for one o 
the most notable interurban eleetri 
railways in the United States, thai ex 
tending between Seattle and Tacoma 
where power is secured from the tliir 
rail in connection with the multiple 
unit system. 
This line is 
employe 


not only for passenger service but i'o 
transporting freight ami express ma 
terial, and ranks among the most com- 
pletely equipped electric systems in 
the world. The horse power require.! 
for a number of the largest industries 
in the city of Tacoma. including the 
shop.! of the Northern Pacific railway 
and the water works pumping plant, is 
also obtained from this source; while 
illumination for streets and buildings. 


Griddle cakes are much more easily 


and quickly baked if made in one of 
he low round can-shaped dishes fur- 
nished with a good-sized spout through 
which they can be poured, instead of 
ipooned out. 
All griddle cakes are 


nicer if mixed and kept over night to 
et the flour have a chance to swell, 
n doing this way the whites of eggs, 
soda, or baking powder should be add- 
ed in the rooming. 


A new flavor in coffee may be se- 


cured by steaming it instead of boil- 
mg. 
Choose a new tin coffee p'ot, 


which should be kept for this purpose. 
Mix the coffee with white of egg as 
usual, using the finely ground kind 
and pouring boiling water on it. 
Set 


it in the top of the tea kettle or in 
the top of the inside part to a pudding 
boiler, and let it steam from ten to 
2o minutes. 


Veal cutlets or slices of cold meat to 


be warmed over are good dipped in 
a batter instead of kneaded. 
l"se a 


pint of sifted flour, beating it into the 
yolks of two eggs, adding alternate- 
ly with the flour four tablespooiifu' 
of olive oil. Add salt, enough cold 
water to make it like a butter batter 
and the beaten whites. Parboil the 
meat first if it has not already been 
cooked and fry as fritters or in a 
frying pan. 


To make cream pastry add an even 


tablespoonful of baking powder to a 
pint of sifted flour and add sweet 
cream enough to wet the Hour, leaving 
the crust a little stiff. 
This will make 


enough for two pies. If a richer paste 
is wanted, spread witht butter when 
rolling out. A pretty substitute for 
the sugar which some people scatter 
over the top of a pie is to take from 
the oven when nearly done and brush 
it over with what is known as 
a 


pastry frosting. 
First brush it over 


with the white of an egg beaten light. 
Sprinkle with granulated sugar a'd a 
few drops of water and return to the 
oven a few minutes to set. The oven 
should be cool enough so that it will 
only tinge faintly with brown. 


Chicken suspected of not being ten- 


der should be put into cold water to 
which you have added a tablespoonfui 
of vinegar. 
Let the water just come 


to a boil, take the chicken out and 
stuff and put immediately in the oven 
for roasting.—Chicago Tribune.

Consequently the installation cf° 
machinery for generating current, and 
the system for distributing it. present 
unusually interesting 
features. 
The 


plan adopted was to divert the river 
from its natural hod, carrying the wa- 
ter by means of a Hume ten milos to a 
reservoir located on a 
high plateau, 


and thence discharging by means of 
steel pipes against wheels in the power 
house, under a head of 872 feet, the 
water wheels so driven being direct- 
(ounocted to elfctric generators, and 
the electric power so produced being 
transmitted at a 
pressure of 
55,000 


volts 4S miles to Seattle and 32 miles 
to Ta -oina. 


Ail water rights, and the necessary 


,:t;-il abutting on the river, from the 
poiii; of diversion to point of return, 
\\eiv secured, as well as all land neces- 
sary loi Hume and other structures, 
and -r.r.i.ul work of development was 
commenced March 1, TJOo.

HOUSE CARE OF PALMS. 


Be Sure Drainage Is Good and Room 


Warm Enough—How Much. 


Water Needed. 


There is not much danger of keeping 


a palm too wet if the pot has good drain- 
fige, and is not in too cold a room. 
When watering it should be given wa- 
ter enough to wet the ball clear through, 
and this can only be done by standing 
the pot or box in a vessel of water, the 
water reaching nearly to the top of thf 
pot or box. and leaving it there until 
'Jie surface soil appears well wet. 
If 


fhe drainage of the pot is good, any ex- 
cess of the water will quickly drain 
away, but if the drainage is poor, the 
noil will be apt to become soggy and 
cause the roots to be unhealthy or inac- 
tive. 
The pot. should not be left in a 


jardiniere with an accumulation of wa- 
iior in it. If good drainage is afforded, 
.he soil can be fully saturated aud then 
left, until it appears or feels dry, then 
-oaked again 
The. temperature of the 


irdinary living room is about right for 
lie palm, and it should have a good, 
•strong lla;ht—tfiot necessarily sunshine; 
dip foliage should be often showered 
ttith clear, tepid water in order to re- 
move the dust, or any injects though a 
lealiy palm is not olteii troubled by 
insects. If allowed to dry out too often 
Ihe tips of the leaves will turn brown 
The, best kinds for the window garden 
arc the Kent las, Areca, Filil'era and La- 
tonia Borbonica. though many other* 
will do equally as well if given the prop- 
er care.—The Commoner.

Probably we shall hear 


all about it one of these days, and per- 
haps some American millionaire will 
try to import it and give it a 
place 


among his artistic treasures. 


Lorenzo the .Magnificent proposed to 


bring the Holy Sepuleher from Jerusa- 
lem and set it up as a detail of the 
Menieean tomb, .still the 
proudest of 


Florentine decorations. Bringing hith- 
er the Caesars' throne would hardly be 
a more ambitious exploit, though Rome 
may be expected to battle againsi the 
one as Jerusalem did, and successfully. 
against the other. 


First and last, no doubt, the line of 


the Caesars 
sat 
on 
innumerable 


benches of pride, the luster from them 
only second to that of "the Jiving 
throne; the sapphire blaze." The im- 
perial suggestum unearthed by Prof.

these, as Britain's royal 
chair, going 


back more or less authentically to the 
times of Alfred, and still preserved, is 
not the only one which the 
line of 


British sovereignty has pressed 
by a 


good many. A single indubitable seat 
which had received the crowned Caes- 
ars, one after another, from Octavius 
to tbo ending of the line, would be a 
trophy to accumulate upon it the glow 
of history till all its dim courts and 
aisles were flooded with its radiance.
